—that it meant a profit to the trust of 
$16,000,000. 
He wanted a tax that 


•would divert that sum to the treasury, 
but the trust was too strong with the 
Republican managers. They had their 
campaign debts to pay. 
With the pas- 


sage of the Dingley law the trust com- 
menced advancing its prices of sugar so 
as to get the full benefit of the an- 
ticipatory imports. 
On Monday the 


trust advanced refined one-fourth cents 
a pound. 
The sugar trust treasury is 


booming under the Dingley law. 
Un- 


cle Sam's treasury is paralyzed. Net 
results so far. 
All evidences of proa-

junior partner in a railroad enterprise 
$23,000,000. This is bad enough, but 
is there a semblance of equity in the 
bargain? Do the purchasers pay a fair 
price? Let us see: 


For its §45,000.000 the reorganizing 


committee gets §17,000,0000 oash now 
in the sinking fund to the credit of the 
road. 
The actual oash bid, therefore, 


is only $28,000,000. 
For this it ac- 


quires real estate, including coal lauds 
in Wyoming, valued at §14,000,000, 
and a railroad which in dull times has 
been making §5,000,000 a year, or 4 
per cent, on $125,000,000. 
It is true 


that tha road will still bo encumbered 
by §34,000,000 first mortgage bonds. 
Yet e-von this debt added to the 828,- 
000,000 cash paid tho United States 
will make the whole property cost the 
reorganization committee only §G2,000, 
000. 


That they think it worth more is 


fairly indicated by their financial plan, 
for on this property they propose to' 
issue §100,000,000 ot bonds, §75,000,- 
000 preferred stock and §01,000,000 
common stock. 
In short, tho Union 


Pacific road is held by the shrewd or- 
ganizers of the syndicate to be worth 
only §02,000,000 to its present owners, 
but- §236,000,000 to themselves. 
It 


seems like a wide margin of profit, and 
we do not think that Union Pacific 
Attorney and United States Senator 
John M. Thnrston fully answers the 
objections to the trade whun he says 
that no one else will pay the govern- 
ment so much.

Prof. Warren K. Moorehead, of the 


State University of Oolumbus, O., is a 
gentleman of wide reputation. 
He is 


well known in thia city and comity, 
having been here frequently in the line 
of his work. 
He has always condncted 


himself here in a manner becoming a 
gentleman, and for this reason his 
friends will be surprised to learn that 
the Courier-Watohman, of Waverly, 
makes serious charges againat him in 
thia week's issue. Prof. Moorehead waa 
at Waverly investigating monuds and 
the paper alluded to has the following 
concerning him. 
His friends will find 


it difficult tojaelieve: 


"Under the circumstances the peo- 


ple of Waverly and Pike county had a 
right to expect that when Prof. Moore- 
head oume among them thafc he would 
conduct himself the gentleman they 
had learned to believe him to be. Only 
last winter he occupied a place upon 
the program of a course of lectures 
given^in one of our leading churches 
under the auspices of tho Bpwoith 
league. 


"Hardly had the scientific gentle- 


man in question struck Waverly until 
he began to guzzle :Pike county beer. 
Whether the Waverly beverage has a 
superior flavor to that of She capital 
city in the opinion of the Professor is 
not certainly known, but it is certainly 
known that it didn't take over an 
hour for him to become boiling drunk 
and make a spectacle of himself, both 
on our streets and in the vicinity of the 
explorations. First one of our citizens 
and then another began to note his 
queer actions, and then it began to be 
generally understood that Mr. Moore- 
head hadn't come primarily to Pike 
county to explore mounds but to in- 
vestigate the quality of Waverly beer. 
For several days and nights in succes- 
sion the Professor gave himself over to 
utter abandon and exhilerating bever- 
ages.

Constantinople, July 30.—Tho de- 


mand of tho German ambassador, Bar- 
ou Surmndc Jeltseh, that a provision 
be inserted in the peace treaty between 
Greece and Turkey for a European con- 
trol of Greek finances meets with dis- 
favor among the other ambassadors. 


They consider that it is not covered 


by their instructions, hut should bo 
made the subject of direct negotiations 
between Germany and the other pow- 
ers. Even the Turks oppose this pro- 
ject, as they regard it as an attempt 
to take advantage of tho peocc nego- 
tiations in the interest of the German 
bondholders. 


While it is thought improbable that 


Greece could raise the indemnity loan 
without such guarantees as would be 
provided by European control of her 
finances, the proposed stipulation is 
not regarded as in order in a treaty 
to which only Greece and Turkey are 


j parties.

In tho manufacturing or jobbing 
business this is more likely to ho true 
than not. 


The retail merchant needs a quicker 


surer, less expensive method, and he 
finds it in daily and weekly news- 
papers. 


There ia no method of advertising 


which costs so much and so little at 
the same time. 
While the expenditure 


may have to be greater in the news- 
papers, the amount of publicity re- 
ceived is doubly as great in propoitiou 
to the price as that to bo had in any 
other way. 


An exact example will do more to 


make this clear and to prove it tine 
than columns of talk. 


A shoe dealer on Sixth avenue, New 


York, wished to advertise his store. 
He purposed sending out a series of 
cirulars, one each month, 
for 
nine 


months. 
There were 5,000 circulars 


sent each time, and the cost for tho 
series of nine, including postage, was 
about $000. For his sum he reached 
5,000 people nine" times. 


For the same ; amount of money he 


could have placed a five-inch ad. in the 
Sunday issue of a paper having a 
guaranteed, sworn circulation of over 
1,000,000 copies every issue for thirty- 
nine issues, covering the same period 
that the distribution of his circulars 
did. 


Contrast the 5,000 circulation he 


secured by the] circulars with the 4,- 
000,000 circulation he could have had 
in the paper, and you'll see at once 
how great a mistake he made. 
There 


is no question about the fact that he 
would have received ten times the 
benefit from the newspaper advertising 
that he did from the circular. It is the 
only logical conclusion. 


Sometimes circulars are good, but 


whenever you are contemplating issu- 
ing one, sit down and figure up tho 
possibilities—see how much space and 
how much circulation the cost of the 
circular would buy in the Times. 


You will find in every ease that 


reason and common sense will be in 
favor of using the paper. 
By doing 


so you will reach nine-tenths of the 
very people to whom you would ad- 
dress circulars, and yon will reach ten 
times as many other people to whom 
your circular would not have gone at 
all.

San Fnvncieco, July 30.—Minister of 


Foreign Affairs 
Henry E. Cooper of 


Hawaii, lias given out a synopsis of 
the correspondence in the Japanese im- 
migration controversy. Th'is was done 
in deference to the supporters of I-Ia- 
tvaii, who were «t a loss to know Why 
this government made an offer to arbi- 
trate with Japan. 


'The letter of June 28, written by 


Minister Cooper, containing the offer 
to arbitrate, remarks: 


"Referring to the subject o.f corres- 


pondence lietween his imperial Japa- 
nese majesty's government and 
the 


government of Hawaii, relating to tlie 
controversy that lias arisen in regard 
to the rejected immigrants, permit me 
.o add to my letter of the 25th inst. 
ihat, while still maintaining tho integ- 
ity of the position taken by this gov- 
ernment, yet should the parties fail to 
arrive at a settlement of the question, 
I am authorized by this government, in 
view oC the friendly 
relating which 


lave so long existed between the two 
countries and the mutual benefits of a 
continuance of such a friendly inter- 
course, and the fact that 
important 


questions involved have to do with the 
:or>struetion of the treaty and the con- 
vention existing between the two coun- 
tries, as well as a discussion of the 
Jaws of this country, to suggest that 
matters at issue be referred to a dis- 
nterested arbitrator or arbitrators for 
scttiement, and in case sudh suggestion 
is accepted" by his imperial Japanese 
majesty's government, to say tJhat the 
Hawaiian government will abide by the 
result."

God does not make and think better of 
ourselves if, falling into all manner of 
sin, we yet keep out of crime, we do not 
now take time- to discuss. Doubtless tho 
key to the explanation is that we are ac- 
customed to think of sin as a direct of- 
fense against God, and of crime as a di- 
rect attack upon man himself. Of course 
all crime is sin against God, but its 
chief meaning to us is violation of laws 
made to protect- us in life and property. 
For man to rise against man seems 
worse to us than for man to rise against 
God. 
Men may rob God without forfeit- 


ing our friendship, but when they rob 
men we flame with indignation against 
them.-—Christian Advocate.

as the American girls. This may be duo 
in a measure to the difference in method 
between the skating of the girl of the 
new world and her English sister, but 
be the c;mse what it mny the truth of 
the assertion .still holds. 
ATI essential 


feature of tho English method is to skate 
with a straight knee, which cannot bo 
accomplished to tho letter and at the 
Biiino time give the graceful, easy stroke 
which is so noticeable a characteristic 
of the American skater. It cannot be 
said, however, that the women of the 
old country fire as prone to adopt this 
method as the men, and (hero are in 
England today some renlly fine skaters. 
Englishmen as a rule execute their 
movements On the ice on a grand scale. 
They appear to be Hying rather tlmii 
merely gliding over the surface of the 
ice, and sonic of their strokes arc really 
marvels of strength and skill, one stroke 
frequently carrying the skater the entire 
length of the rink. Tho American skat- 
er, however, takes the stroke with a 
slightly bended kueo and then, coming 
up to the straight knee movement, 
makes a most easy and graceful appear 
mice.—Washington Post.
